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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT DID FINE JOB 


@y'ilmington’s Highway Depart- 

‘nt deserves an accolade, 
after the fine job they did in 
clearing the streets of Wilm- 
ington, following the worst 
two snowstorms in years. This 
was the consensus of opinion 
of the great majority of the 
residents of Wilmington, Tues- 
day evening as the men of the 
Department struggled home 
after a hour session of 
clearing snow cluttered 
streets, their second such 
session in four days, 

With a total of 24 inches of 
snow in four days, the town 
had suffered the worst storm 
in many years. Snow started 
Friday, cleared up for Sunday, 
then resumed Monday, and ended 
early Tuesday morning. 12 
inches fell in each of the two 
storms, 

Wilmington’ s equipment gave 
very little trouble, during 
the four day session. The Tree 
Department truck had to re- 
tire with a broken axle, suf- 
fered in front of the Town 
Hall. Trucks frequently were 
stuck on back roads, and at 
one time, about 3 pm Tuesday 
three trucks and the town 
grader’ were stugk. two of the 
rucks being on North Street. 

One of the Walters Snow 
Fighters sustained a broken 
steering rod, Monday after- 
noon, when it was trying to 
pull out a truck that had gone 
off the highway. The Snow 
Fighter was back in action 
within a few hours, the rod 
having been repaired by weld- 
ing. 

It was believed that perhaps 
as many as 100 homes were 
still remaining ur leared, on 
Tuesday evening, as relief 
crews swung into action, These 
were homes on back streets, 
where travelling was difficult 
for the truck plows. The 
Street grader was being used 
on these streets, but it 
couldn’ €/’ obviously, be in 
more than one place at one 
time. 

In addition to the town 
equipment, several trucks were 
also used which belong to the 
J, J, Cronin Company. 

The new Trojan front-end 
loader, piloted by Francis 
Downs, did very well in clear- 
ape snow fran Wilmington 

juare., Some people, who ob- 
viously had not been to the 
Town Meeting, were amazed that 
the town had such a piece of 
equipment. 


Sir Stork 
No babies were revorted as 


being born during the tour day 
storm, but the Highway Depart- 
rent kept the streets clear 
for three families to which 
Sir Stork was expected to pay 
a call. On Jere Road Mrs, War- 
ren Eisen, new-comer from Lynn 
was awaiting the physician’ s 
word, as was Mrs, James Ronan 
on Strout Avenue, and Mrs, 
William Hanna, of © wing Road. 

(the Eisen’s, incidently, were 
formerly named £isenhower 
They have had their family 
name changed recently. ) 

Only two Accidents 
There were only two accidents 
in Wilmington, during the four 
day period. Jane Woodman, of 
Derry, New Hampshire suffered 
very slight injuries to her 
knee, in an accident on the 
corner of Federal Street and 
Middlesex Avenue, at 2:30 pm 
Monday. Her car was in a col- 
lision with one driven by 
Manuel vierra, 199 North 
Street. 

The other accident was on 
Aldrich Road, outside the 
Duffy home. Charles Duffy Jr. 
was backing from his driveway 
when his car was struck by a 
car driven by Eugene Catarino 
of Bond Street. There were no 
injuries 

Cars Towed Away 
At least six car owners got 
off the train Tuesday evening, 
and found that their cars had 
been towed to a garage, on 
orders of the Wilm ington 
Police Department. They had 
parked on Main street Tuesday 
morning, opposite the bank 
building, and were obstructing 
the removal of snow.

THE $1200 QyESTION 


What is going to happen to 
the $1200 question-money that 
people refused to vote in the 
Town Meeting for the Depend- 
ency Allowance voted by the 
School Committee for Wilming- 
ton teachers? 

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee had committed them 
selves to this allowance, to 
the Salary Committee of the 
Wilmington School Teachers 
Association. The Town,in 
Town Meeting, refused to vote 
the money, 

There are several officials 
in Wilmington who are concer- 
ned, other than the School Co- 
mittee, for instance the Town 
Manager, the Town Accountant, 
and the Town Counsel. 

The Town yanager has stated, 
semi-publicly at least, that 
if there is an attempt to pay 
the money he will stop it. 

The Town Counsel has stated 
that the town had a legal ri- 
ght not to vote the money, and 
the School Committee has a 
legal right to pay it anyway. 

He also stated that the Sch- 
ool Committee could reverse it 
self, on this question, pro- 
viding that no contracts had 
been made. 

Dudley Buck, the newest mem- 
ber of the School Committee 
was in full accord with the 
committeers decision to act 
together. His attitude was 
expressed with the words, ‘I 
think we ought to tell the 
teachers that we back them 
wholeheartedly, but that the 
tom has had a vote, and it is 
now up to them (the teachers) 
as to what happens next. The 
committee had agreed to pay 
the money starting next Sept- 
ember,---we should let the 
teachers know that we are be- 
hind them.’ 

Moore to Buck: ‘Suppose the 
teachers insisted (on the pay- 
ment) would you support them,” 
or would you want to wait un- 
til next years 

Buck: ‘now you have hit the 
ail on the head--if the tea- 
chers feel that we have let 
them down they will be losing 
camfidence in us@, and then w 
will have a teacher problem on 
our hands’ . 

Hartnett: ‘and they bart 
come a dime a dozen’. 

‘The sixth member of the Sch - 
001 Committee, Ernest Crispo, 
didn t have much to say during 
the debate, except to agree 
with yartnett, The Committee 
has now to discuss the money 
that wasnt voted with the Sal 
ary Committee of the Wilming- 
ton Teacher's Association. In 
that meeting anything can hap- 
pen. Perhaps the teachers 


will agree to go a bng or per- 
haps the teachers will insist 
that it was a contract, and 
take the case to court. 


The Town Accountant has made 
no statement, 

The Wilmington School Comm- 
ittee had a special meeting, 
Sunday evening, to go over the 
whole question, [t was a free 
and-easy, give-and-take debate 
which explored all sides of 
the problem, At the end of 
the meeting they called the 
Town counsel, who gave the 
opinion quoted above. 

While the opinions of the 
various members of the School 
Committee differed in the var- 
ious aspects of the problem, 
they did unite in one thing- 
that is that the School Com- 
mittee should back the tea- 
chers, and merit the confid- 
ence of the teachers, and that 
they should be guided by the 
opinion of the Tom counsel. 
Arthur vy. Lynch and James 
Moore were the principal spea- 
kers in the debate, and while 
both saw eye to eye on most of 
the problems they differed on 
what to do about the money 
that was not voted. Lynch ar- 
gued that only the school Col 
mittee could make such a de- 
cision, and that ‘I submit to 
you that if you surrender you 
are delegating your authority. 
The Courts have repeatedly 
held it (teachers pay) is 
solely a Schoo] Committee fun- 
ction, Now can we go bak m 
the teachers, having once ap- 
propriated the money?’ 

James Moore, the Vice Chair- 
man agreed with Lynch, but ar- 
gued that ‘if you defy the 
wishes of the town you would 
damage the relations between 
the Town and the School Com- 
mittee. + 

John Hartnett, the Chairman 
of the Board suggested that 
the Finance Committee, who had 
been instrumental in having 
the cut be made, were unaware 
of the problems facing the 
School Committee, and that 
they be asked to have a sub- 
committee to sif with the 
School Committee while the bud 
get was being made up, in or- 
der that they understand the 
problems better. 

Mrs, Ruth Gratcyk, who re- 
signed in the first place, 
last yanuary, brought the is- 
sue to a head, agreed with 
Hartnett, and pointed out 
that ‘; think that that is one 
of the main troubles-not eno- 
ugh information for the Pin- 
ance Committee.’ 

Moore too, agreed on this 
point of a sub-committee of 
the Finance Committee. ‘I got 
it that many of them did not 
understand the problem’. 


AGED MAN DIES IN WILDWOOD 
STREET FIRE 


nenry Meuse, 89 years old, a 
resident of Wilmington for 37 
years, died of asphyxiation, 
during a fire at his home on 
Wildwood street on yarch 14th, 


Meuse, who had just retired 
for his customary afternoon 
nap, was trapped in the front 
second story bedroom of the 
house, despite the efforts of 
his daughter, yrs. Cecelia He- 
nnault, his grandson, Lawrence 
Hennault 12, and Mary Anzaldi 
11, to save him, 

State Fire yarshalls are 
still investigating the blaze. 
It was the second in two days 
at the home, During the pre- 
vious evening the Wilmington 
Fire Department had been cal- 
led for a fire in the back 
in the back kitchen, during 
which,some clothing on a chair 
were burned, ynvestigating 
are Lts. Al. Faulkland and 
Jerry Sullivan, 

In the Wildwood Street home 
at the time the blaze broke 
out were yrs. Hennault and the 
children. yrs. Hennault and 
her son were engaged in clean- 
ing the back kitchen, and tak- 
ing materials to an outside 
shed, while the girl was in 
bed with a sore knee. yrs. 
Hennault was the first to not- 
ice the fire, and she called 
to her father, who had just 
gone upstairs for hts nap. 
Black smoke was pouring from 
the kitchen, and-she ran aro- 
und to the front of the house, 
to go up the front stairs, 
which were ‘blocked by heavy 
smoke, She had to break the 
front door lock, and as she 
started up the stairs her sm 
left, announcing that he was 
going to climb up on the roof. 
After she had stopped him from 
this endeavour she again tried 
to go upstairs for her father, 
but it was too late. 

The Fire Department was noti- 
fied of the fire at 12:50 p.m 
and had to lay hose from yill 
Brook, over a quarter of a 
mile away, to get water, They 
were assisted by the Reading 
and Tewksbury, Departments and 
all available Wilmington ag- 
paratus was called to the 
scene 2f the fire, while Bur- 
lington and Billerica appara- 
tus covered the main Fire 
Station. The blaze was extre- 
mely: fierce, in the hundred 
year old structure, which was 
practically consumed,

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THE TOWN MEETING 


First of all, let us bemoan the fact that we 
dontt seem to have any [rish blood within us. 
We had estimated quite correctly that the 
first session of the Town yeeting would get to 
about Article 30, and published our thoughts 
only that, far, in the week preceding the Town 
Meeting. We planned to publish our thoughts 

on the next 22 articles in the week following. 
Everyone knows now that the Moderator (who is 
just as Irish as we are) pointed out that the 
Saturday following would be a holiday, and as 
a result the Town meeting met the following 


Monday. We never did get our remarks into 
print, and now other things are rushing up. 
perha ys, in the weeks ahaad, we can revert to 


the Town yeeting and, as it were, catch up. 


The School Committee Won 

We cannot let the meeting pass, however, with- 
out remarking on the victory of the School Com- 
mittee. yf anything was demonstrated, it was 
that it was not only a victory, but a sharp 
one. There was emsiderable opposition, of a 
formidable nature to their proposals, princi- 
pally because the schools now take 54 percent 
of the budget, and it can be easily seen that 
this percentage is going to increase. This 
coupled with the talk about school teacher '& 
pay, rightly or wrongly, didn't help the Sch- 
ool Committee's cause. 

In spite of this opposition the School Com- 
mittee succeeded in getting a new form of bud- 
get voted. 

The new form is much simpler, and is approved 
by the State Department of Education. From an 
administrative viewpoint it- is pretty near id- 
eal The money for the schols (educatdon) is 
now voted in two lump sums, and within these 
categories the school budget can operate with 
considerable flexibility. This is a fine th- 
ing for a capable administrator. 

A few years ago such a proposal was made, at 
least informally, for the Town Budget, and we 


opposed it. We felt that costs should be bro- 
ken down in detail, and we still think so. We 
are in favor of letting the tax-payer knowjust 
what he is voting for. 

The Cut 
Notable was the fact that the School budget 


was cut, almost without debate, in two in- 
stances. $1200 was cut from salaries for the 
teachers, in what is called a Dependency Al- 
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lowance, and $2500 was cut from the Evening 
School Account. 

What will happen remains to be seen. [t is 
the first time that such a cut has been ef- 
fected, of which we know, in the past decade. 
We dontt feel that we can say much about the 
cut in the Evening School costs, princiaplly 
because we don't know much about it. We un- 
derstand that the Finance Committee felt that 
the people of Wilmingt m were subsidizing peo- 
ple fran out-of-town, who were studying in our 
school. 

The question is complicated. There are fin- 
ancial returns to the town, from the other 
towns, and fran the state, but whether or not 
there is enough to pay for the costs we know 
not. It could be that if there were not so 
many out-of-town students that the town would 
save money, and it could be just the other way 
The school did consolidate, this past winter, 
by combining classes, so that now there are 
only three evenings a week, instead of four. 
The $1200 is another question. The School 
Committee had voted this as part of the 1956- 
57 salary schedule. The teachers, in other 
words, were promised this money. [f the town 
were to be taken to court it would probably be 
fined for not voting the money+-the fine would 
amount to 25% or $300- Who would take the 
town to court is, of course, a question--maybe 
the teachers. tit would or should really be 
the latter, because they are the aggrieved 
party. 

The Water Questions 

The articles on Town Water, six in number, 
constituted the first time in s me years that 
a serious program was presented to the town 
for getting its water department off the tax— 
payers back. It hasnit generally been realiz— 
ed that the taxpayers have been paying every 
year for items that could be self-sustaining, 
averaging, we would say, four or five dollars 
on the tax rate. 

Where the mistake was made was in the debate. 
It should have been explained right at the be- 
ginning that this was a case of six articles 
all working together, to straighten out the 
Water Department. Then the peqle would have 
realized what was going on, instead of having 
the lights turn on me by one, as happened. 

In a future issue we hope to cover this sub- 
ject more fully. 

Let us say that the gentleman who Spoke up 
and said that the only difference between the 
Water Department and jesse james was that 
yesse had a gun, wasn't speaking lightly from 
his own viewpoint. The gentleman in question 
was in a peculiar position in which he wou- 
ldntt get any benefits from the new extensions 
and he would just have to pay the bills, as 
far as his land goes. ye put in a well re- 
cently, paid over $600. jt is a good well, 
and he has a good supply of water. ye lives 
within 500 feet of a hydrant, so that he is 
already getting the fire protection that he 
needs. And, to top it all, he owns two lots 
of land, so that in the 1m@mg run his bill will 
be twice as much as the fellow further down 
the street who will benefit from the extension 
Fluoridation 

Again the town has voted for fluoridation. 
It was not the first time, as some out of town 
papers would have led its readers to believe. 
Because of the beliefs of some people, we 
would have been happier to have seen a rule 
whereby more than a majority vote would have 


been needed. The anti-fluoridation people 
have not yet been convinced, and we can cer- 
tainly sympathize with them. It is tough to 
see something voted which you fear may affect 
your health, even though you might admit that 
you could be wrong.

Sea Robin out of Salem with 
about 70 enlisted men aboard 
along with the vessels as- 
signed officers. er their 
arrival at Portland, yaine, at 
5:00 p.m., the men had liberty 
and then left on their return 
trip at 9:00 on sunday morning 
in a blinding blizzard and 
landed at Salem at 3+30 p.™ 
The submarine made a total of 
18 dives during the week-end. 

Lieut. Commander Melzar, USNR 
has been for almost three

While on the Sea 
Robin, he received the Silver 
Star ‘for his understanding of 
fire equipment and interpret- 
ation of attack data aboard a 
U.S. submarine which sank 
16,000 tons of shipping in the 
Pacific’. ye was then 24 
years old and had nearly five 
years of service to his credit 
Along with the Silvew Star, 
he was promoted to the rank of 
iieutenant Commander. pre- 
vious to this award, he had 


received the Bronze Star while 
aboard the Bluefish. 

The last time that he served 
on the Sea Robin was on a two 
week training cruise in the 


U.S/S. SEA ROBIN ( SS 407 ) 


years the commanding officer 
of the Submarine Division 1-11 
at the U,s, Training Center at 
Derby Wharf in Salem, ye com- 
mands about 70 enlisted men 
and 7 officers who meet every 
Monday night for instruction. 
This school is men to men 
from 17 to 1g and a half years 
of age who may study in the 
Reserve prior to active ser- 
vice in the regular Navy, yt 
is advantageous to those who 
intend to choose the Navy as 
they may by-pass their Boot 
Training and saves them work- 
ing up their regular pay rate.

CO-MITTEE 
(as read at the Town Meeting) 


This committee unanimously 
recommends to the Town the ac- 
ceptance of Chapter 332, of 
the Acts of 1955, the so-called 
Water Betterment Act. 

ast year this committee 
asked and received from the 
Town permission to study and 
report on water extensions 
eenerally, and on any other 
matters which influence the 
orderly extension of the towns 
water system. 

Tn 1945 this town had a popu- 
lation of 5564 persons. In 1955 
the population was 9484, an 


ipcrease of 42%, Since 1946 
je ‘town has spent $388, 218.90 


on water main extensions, 

These extensions for the most 
part have been extremely une- 
conomical, For example, in 49 
we spent $40,000, bringing 
an annual revenue of $2,4141- 
This was an unusually good 
year for extensions because 
the J W Greer company paid for 
a large part of the extension, 
and because industrial users 
are taking a large amount of 
water from that extension. 

In 1953 $30,000 was spent 
with an annual revenue of $432 
70 years will have to pass be- 
fore the revenue from these 
extensions will add up to the 
installation cost, as of that 
year, Since then there has 
been a few more takers, which 
has decreased the figure some- 
what. 

This committee gave its first 
report in 1950. At that time 
there were about $140,000 in 
requests before the conmittee. 
Today there are $195,000 in 
active requests before the 
committee. 

There are today over 7 miles 
of main highways in Wilmington 
which have never been serviced 
with water mains, and probably 
over 40 miles of unaccepted 
and secondary highways which 
have not been serviced. Most 


of these have not requested 
extensions to date, 


but the 


A. B. 
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time will come when the town 
will be faced with these re- 
quests, and not too far in the 
future. One estimate has 
placed the population of this 
town at 15,000 in i967- We 
think that this will prove to 
be conservative. A fair per- 
centage, at least, of this in- 
crease will be on now unac- 
cepted streets, and will lead 
to a demand for further water 
extensions in exactly the same 
manner as is now being done, 
It should be noted that this 
committee has completed the 
1950 list of streets with the 
exception of a portion of 
South Main Street, and that 
every street on the list today 
with that exception is from 
1951 on. 1f the present trend 
continues, we will have in 
1961, Streets on our list 
which are not there today and 
which will have a list of 
dwellers who do not live in 
town today. The problem will 
be endless, unless a change is 
made. 

It is for this reason that we 
have recommended the better- 
ment system, Somewhere some 
one must draw the line. The 
time to draw that line, in our 
belief is_now.
